Quicksands Delay Work.—The con- 
struction of the Highlands sewer ts 
proving a tough proposition, the great 
difficulty being quicksands, One con- 
tractor had to throw up the work on 
this account, and ilthough C. R, 
de Vall, the present contractor, who is 
using @® mechanical trench-digger, is 
getting ahead, it is proving slow work, 
and the city engineer reports that the 
contractor is hardly likely to get any 
profit out of the job, 


Crops at Innisfree,—A. Campbell, 
ex-M.P.P. of Innisfree, was in the city 
on Saturday, Mr. Campbell reports 
harvest a little late; but the crops are 
ripening, and cutting has begun, 
Wheat will probably run from 20 to 
25 bushels to the acre. Oats are a 
heavy crop, and rley und potatoes 
are good. There was some frost on 
the night of August 10th, but very 
little damage was done, D, 8. Hogan, 
the champion farmer of the district, 
has 1,500 acres in crop. He has been 
cutting both barley and wheat, but 
cutting has been delayed by damp 
weather, He expects to be able to ship 
a surphis of 50 to 60 cars of grain, 

Alberta Leads.—h. T. Riley, vice- 
president of the Union Bank, expresses 
the opinion that Alberta's crop of this 
year gives every indi ion of equall- 
ing the yield of last year, Of course, 
ditficulties may arise before the grain 
is safely harvested and threshed; but 
up to yesterday nothing had occured to 
seriously detract from the result’ ex- 
pected, In southern Manitoba and in 
southeastern Saskatchewan the losses 
from rust had been serious. This did 
not affeet the northern” section of 
either province, He did not consider 
that frost had done more than reduce 
the grade, and by so doing lessen the 
yield as well. From his many years 
of western experience, Mr. Riley said 
it was not reasonable to expect two 
successive crops equal to that of last 
ar throughout the whole country. 
The season of 1887 and that of 1915 
were the only two-tn his recollection 
that had given a universally good crop 
throughout the prairie west, of 
course, in ISS7 the crop area was 
very limited, as compared with that of 
1916. As a matter of fact, 1887 was 
notable as a year of very poor crops 
at Edmonton, Both wheat and barley 
were practically a failure. Only oats 
wuve a good return,
